509 0002050000090 Whtriends , and fauor 
his cncmics, vnderthe colour of the olde Lord 
of the place, which had obtained of his Maieſtie 
in reſpeRothis age, acertain\ aſſurance (hauing 
the like of the contrarie parte, by meanes ofthe 
Vicont his ſonne, who was c hicfeof Poitiers) 
to the endhe mightſeeme the kings friend, bee- 


ing indeed altogether a fauourer and vpholder 


ot the Spaniards, as his fonne was ,

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Andiſince theſe troubles it is found that the 
olde Lord would not ſuffer paſſage to be geuen 
tothe Kings troupes , but when the Leaguers 
had paſſed byyhe would not (although he did) 
ſee them: And fo much yet did this contagj- 
on breake foorth to the harme of manie Inha- 
birants of his Towne, who affected the Vicont, 
thatthey which were encountred by the kinges 
troupes, (information being geuen of their de- 
meanor) they were iudged to be of good prize, 
and voluntarely paid ranſom. 

Beſides this,the Viconthauing intelligence 
of theſicknes of his father, had ſeduced manie 
perſons to his parttaking, tothe endto ſurprice 
the place asſoone as occaſion might bee mini- 
ſtredvntohim , but was preucnted by the dili- 
gence of Monlicur de Sallerin, chicte Gouer- 
nor for his Majeſtic of the Towne and Caſtle 
of Loches. Who hauing had intelligence of 
theſcaRions,and conſidering likewiſe the enor- 
mitic and danger which this place might be yn- 
to all that Countrie, and chicflic vnto the town 
of Loches, which was not aboue fiue or ſixe 
miles diſtant from them, he iudged that it was 
requiſite to remedie it ſpeedelic. 

And meaning toouerſlip no time, hee ſent 
on the ſecond ſunday of this moneth of Februa- 
ric, the young Prince of Campagnol to ſurpriſe 
the ſaid Town of Guierche, being afliſted with 
theſe Captaines,Prat, Brunet,Gardellia,de [ Aage,

Beray,Orignac,Cormier,andothers ofthe ordina- 
rie followers of the ſayd Lord of Sallerin, who 
executed ſo happely the enterpriſe, that they 
rooke the ſaid Towne on Mondaye, being the 
third day of Februaric, about ſeuen of the clock 
in the morning, by the order & direction which 
the Lord of Sallerin had geuen. In the taking 
whereof, there was few ſlaineof account, but 
the Lorde de la Chaſtiere, who was flaine in 
flight, being chiefe Commaunder ofthe ſaide 
" Towne, and much affeioned vnto the Vi- 
CcQnt. 

This being done, preſently the Lorde ot 
Campagnoll gaue aduertiſement ofthis exploit 
to the Lord Sallerin Pou,thathe might prouide 
for that which might follow : for that he caſtle 
was not yet taken , neither had they wherewith 
to force them,andthe old Lord ofthe place had 
aduertiſed his ſonne the Vicont, of his miſhap, 
willing himto come to his ſuccours. Which 
thing gaue apparant teſtimonie of entercourſe 
betweene the father and the ſonne, and that the 
ſhewe which the old Lorde made, was but to 
keepe his goods, being in his minde and action 
altogether enemic totheking . 

The Lorde of Sallerin vnderſtanding of 
theſe accidents, andreſoluing to goe thether in 
on, aswell for that hewould not leaue his 


oldiers and friendes in _—_ , aSalſonotto 


leaue ſucha worke vnfiniſhe 


great 


, beingathing of 
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great importance, to the ſeruiceof the King, & 
benefit to al the Countrie: and hauing alreadie 
repared for that enterpriſe,there was preſently 
ent himby Monſieur de Vaure, brothervnto 
Monſieur de Montigici, thirtie light horſemen, 
and fiftie Harquebuſters on horsbacke, bein 
guided by the Lord of Boys la Vigne, hee 9 « 
uertiſed alſo Captaine Coucſelles, Lieutenant 
to the Lorde of Leſlarta Chaſtillop, to come 
thether with his Garriſon , and the Captaine 
Houſlaye,and Merey,with ftxtie harguebuſies, 


on horsback. 
In the meane time the faid Lord of Salle. 


rin ſent the Captaines S. Anne,S. Michall, and 
Chizeaux, being of the regimentof the Lorde / 
de Vatau, totheſaide Towneof Guierche, to 
ſerue and ayde the faid Lord of Campagnoll in 
theſe affaires,and himſclfe vied diligence in all 
other thinges which he thought conuenient for 
his purpoſe. 

Afterhe had ordered theſe thinges before. 
ſpoken and rehearſed, he cauſed two Culuerins 
to be prepared in readines, forto march, as hee - 
thought, very requiſite', andſentto Monſieur 
the Mayor of Tours, praying himtoſendehim 
the Captaine la Vallade, with threeſcore har- 
gucbuſics,for to ſafeconduct the twopeeces. 

And meaning himſclfe to goe before, hee 
eaue orderto receiue the ſaid Captaine, Lorde 


Vallade,into Loches, andthere to ſtay _ he 
ent 
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ſent him word to the contrarie, and alſo to keep 
the companie which he brought, andexpeR 0- 
ther forces from him to accompanie the ſayde 
peecesif he had time. 

Alſo, the ſaid Lord ſent the ſameday cer- 
taine Carts laden with powdcr,pikes,ſhot , and 
other inſtruments of warre , which might ſcruc 
for ſuch occaſions, 

Onthe next morrow which was Tueſdaye, 
the ſaid Lordof Sallerin departed from Loches, 


with the Lord Boisla Vigne, the Lords; gouer- 


norsof Pretay de Marernes, Caſtramla Bigeay, 


les Moulins, andle Puy Becheron, beingall of 


them Gentlemen bordering neere Loches, and 
which had the daie before vowed to aideand 
aſliſte him : andmaking in all fiftie horſe,they 

cameabout fiue of theclock that cuening vnto 

Guierche . Wherepreſently hee was certified, 

that the Vicontof Guierche was comming the- 
ther with two hnndred Horſemen, and two 

hundred Harguebuſiers on horſsback,two hun- 
dred Spaniſhe Footemen, and two hundred 
Frenchmen, bringing with them one peece of 
campane ordinance. 

Vppon which newes,the Lorde of Sallerin 
ſent to Monſieur d'Abain , Gouernour of the 
high and lowe Marches, (whowas then not far 
oft vpon other occaſions ) deſiring to aydehim 
with his forces, which hepreſently graunted to, 
and hauing the Lord Baron d'Abain his =

with him, hee went tojoyne in companie with 


the ſaid Lord Sallerin,in Guierche, with thirtie 

ood horſe, and anhundred harguebuſiers. on 
Forſeback who reſolued firſt togocand ſee the 
threetroupes of the Regiment of Vatan, which 
were lodgedin the Suburbes, neere the Bridge 
of Guierche, and to knowe particularlie what 
want of munition for warre they werein, for 
their defence , geuing them to vnderſtande of 
the reſoluteattempt which the night following 
he meant to make to them of the Calle, by af 
faulting ofthem : Foreſceing thatifthe Vicone 
came before hee did aſſault, it might make the 
thing more hard vnto. him. 

He alſo willed the Gentlemen whichwere 
within, to deliuer vp theplace , otherwiſe hee 
would burne their houſes which were neer vn- 
to Guien, and puniſhthem rigorouſlic when 
he had taken the place, whereof he hopedverie 
ſhortly to be poſleſſor. To which commaunde- 
ment they in the end conſented, forthe cauſes 
aboucſaid, and yecldedthe Caſtle the fifte daic 
of Februarie, three houres within the cuening, 
which was contrarie to the old mans will. 

Which Caſtle the Lord Campagnoll did 
take poſſeſſion of with twentic Soldiers onelie, 
which thing fell out happilie , forthatthe Vi- 
cont arriucd that day following abour threeof 
theclock, with all his troupes, meaningindeede 
to beſiege the Towne and Caſtle, with _ 
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which were before beſieged. 

The Vicont with hisforces made an a{- 
fault vnto the Suburbesneereadioyning to 
the bridge, which was the quarter defended 
by the three Companies before named,and 
forcedthem to retire , but they recouering 
theforces, drouc him back againe, and for- 
cedhim to departe, hauing firſthad intelli- 

ence of theyeeclding of the Caſtle, and re- 
olued to ratl the riuer of the Ile, where he 
had a houſeat commandement, very neere 
the paſlage. 
The day being come, the Lord de Salle- 
rin, with the Lorde d'Abain, reſoluingto 
prouide for thegarde of that place, wente 
with foureſcore good horſemen, and two 
hundred Harguebuſieson horſeback,tothe 
intentto doe all the honour to the Vicont, 
in conduQting him to the gates of Poitiers, 
andto recompence him ( ifitmightbe) by 
the way, for x Sg ines hee had taken. 
Al hefollowedthem cuento the Sub- 
urbs of thecaſtle of Vieux , being diſtaunt 
from Guierche three leagues, he encoun- 
tredone of their companies of Harguebu- 
fies, which wentto refreſh themſclues , the 
which he quickly put to flight withoutanie 
great reſiſtance, 

And the ſaid Lords, to follow their firſt 
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reſolution , having firſt diſcouered thoſe 
which did retire. Atthe laſt then they pur- 
ſued them with their light horſemen, being 
ledbythe Lord Baron de Abain, and Bors 
la Vigne, which ſoughtall meanes toknow 
their enemies forces, to take their aduaun- 
tage inthe battaile, to which they were (o 
lately bent. But being hindered by the of- 
ten skirmiges they had with them, as they 
followed,and the place where the Vicount 
was,vnknowen vnto them, theLordes de * 
Sallerin, and d Abain, reſolued t6 marchto 
the right fide ofthe Tower de Oyzay, being 
averic high place, where they might beſte 
deſcrie their enemies forces ,whereof as yet 
they were vncertaine. 

Andinthe meanetimethe Lord Preaux, 
(whoas he had heard was his great friend, 
and was commingalong the Riuerof Vien- 
na,with one hundred and fiftic,or two hun- 
dred footmen.and fortic horſmen, being as 
well ofthe high tower , as of the garriſon) 
might ioyne with him in the plain neerethe 
river by them. The Lord deSallerinleauing 
his companie, wentto find the L. d'Abain, 
& Bois la Vigne, who were gone with 12.0r 
15.horſe;todeſcriethe orderand force of the 
enemics,which they didſo effecually, as it 
cametoſuch cucntas they looked for, and 


there- 
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therfore withall their force marched foorth 
to finde outthe L.de Abain,& Preaux, who 
abode about 100. paces from the,expecting 
the battel,which to begingthey ſent 20. horl- 
men,& 50.hargueb. guided by L.Sallerin. 
The L.des Preux aduanced foorth his foot- 
men, backt with his caualleri,who went va- 
liantly to aſſaile the infantry ofthe encemic, 
lodged by the enemic for moſt aduantage, 
This troupe recciued many canon ſhotte 
from the caſtle of the Ile,and the harguebu- 
fiers of the ſhot of the enemies, and of t1oſe 
which lay in couert,did execute very braue 
—_ of armes,the French & Spaniards 
fighting valiant! hand to hand: but atlaſt, 
by the braue reſolution of M.dePreux, the 
Lords d'Gardeuil, Meſignac, Barredon, de 
Vaure,la Bruere, and de Cruere, who with 
their troupes behaued them fo valyantlie, 
that they took the ditches, gained the moun 
tain andthe medow,and the ſpaniards halfe 
ouercome,retired to their main battell, be- 
ing purſuedvery cloſcly. L.Barond'Abain, 
anddela Vigne,hauing wierque { Caxallerie, 
the whole companie were put to flight, and 
vanquiſhed more by ſight of our courage, 
then by our force, where in the fight was 
made agreat ſlaughter ofthe encmies, who 
wereſo lively folowed,and hardly purſued, 
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and ſceing the paſſage on that ſide of Chau- 
uignt, inthe heightoftheriuer, to be kept 
with the troupes of the Lorde Abain, and 
Sallerin, and that they could not eſcape the 
edgeofthe ſword, they caſt themſelues into 
the Riuer, where all that did ſo,wereimme= 
diately drowned, 

The Vicont himſelfe, hoping of better 
fortunethen the others, had (with many of 
the principall Leaguers)put themlſclues in- 
to a great Boat, andaſſaicd to paſſe, but the 
Harguebuſhers with theirſhotte,made ſuch 
abramblement within their boat, as alſo, 
that many ofthoſe which were in the water 
did catch holde of the boat, thereby to ſaue 
themlſelues ,ſo that the ſtrength and weight 
ofthem did oue-turne the boatethe vplide 
downe, 

| Awoonderfull thing then was it to be- 
holde this acl which reſembled a pat- 
terne of thedeluge, and to heare the horri- 
ble cries of men,and horſes . Theriuer bee- 
ing couered with hats, and clokes,and men, 
and horſes,drowned , and halte drowned, 
which had ſunke, and diued vpagaine . Of 
ſome their heads appeared, of others their 
legs andarmes, the moſt of them armedand 
booted. 
Which dreadfull thing doeth a 
h c 
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the iuſt iudgementof God vpon theſe miſe- 
rable Leaguers, who hauing made ſuch ru- 
incof good men ,recciued from God the 
guerdonof theirperiune, and the chaſtiſc. 
ment which they had merited, and juſtly 
deſerued, 
The Vicont himſelfe beingknowen,of 

oneof hisowne friends was taken priſoner, 
who tooke him out of the water, and carri- 
ed him on a mare vntotheforelaid Chaſtel- 


 Teraut. 


Inthis ouerthrowethe ſixte of February 
there were laine and drowned more then 
five hundred men. Amongſt thewhich, at 
the leaſt were foureſcore Gentlemen and 
Captnes, and by report of the Trumpetter, 
| the peſauntsandwomen which came from 
Poitiers to ſearch the dead,did finde, that 
of cight hundred men which wente from 
thence, therereturned bur fiftic, the reſt be- 
ing dead,or taken. 

This worke of God is admirable, and 
not to be prayſed ſufficiently, that the ene- 
mies had three for one, and yet we had not 
one man either ſlaine,or wounded vnto the 
death:only foureor fiue Souldiers arelight- 
ly hurt, and thoſe that are moſt dangeroul- 
He wounded,may be healed in twelue dais, 


and of ours werethree horſe {laine, 
The 
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The night drawing on, and waxing ex- 
ceeding darke, and the want of Boatcs was 
. the cauſe thatthey were forced to geue 0- 
uer, and could not followe the vicorie: on 
thatſtde the river which wee paſſed before 
the conflict, fo that the faid Lord de Abain 
and de Sallerit, lodged inthe Villages that 
were neereat hand, and bordering. yppon 
Guierche, and the ſayd Lord des Preux re- 
turned to Chattelleraut. 

' Vpponthe Friday next following, the 
faid Lord dePreux ſentto ſummon the ca- 
ſtle of thelle, to which place the Vicount 
had withdrawen his Cannon, and the beſt 
partof his carriage . Which Caſtle did im- 
mediatly ycelde at the firſt ſummon to cap- 
taine TEſpinette , and the ſpoile was ſent to 
Chattelleraut, 

On Saterday the eight day of Februa- 
ric, in the eucning , and on Sundaye mor- 
ning, they drew out ofthe water more then 
two hundred and fiftic drowned carcaſſes, 
and amongſt others was the Lorde de Bon- 
nes,de Perigueux, Liutenant tothe Vicont, 
andthe Lord de Grandmont his nephewe, 
de Paluſtre, Chanboneau,and diuersothers 
which were notknowen. Anddiuers others 
very ſumptuouſlic apparrelled, and richlie 


armed , which they could not know . Be- 
ſides,

caſes in the ſaid cjuer, as if che ſpring there- 
of ſhould ſceme vnable tobe drawcn dre, - 
but ſtill to increale. 


This Querthrowe-which ed on 
"Thurſday , being the fixt day of Februaric, 
at foureof the clocke in the after noone, or 
thereaboutes, is A to the moſt OI 
things that cuer ed in thoſe Coun- 
nhl Bae thelc Nu par warres, which | 
manifeſteth the great mercie of almightie 
God, in blefling and preſeruing the aftaires 
of the moſt Chriſtian King in theſe partes: 
forthat therein was ſlaine, and taken priſo- | 
ners,the moſt part of the chiefe Leaguers of | 
Poictou,Lymaſin,and Perigot. |

with this ouerthrowe, ate here ſet downe, 
as well thoſe which were ſlaine, as thoſe 
which were taken priſoners,to the greaten- 
couragement of all the true ſubiees of that 
valiant French king : and the diſmaying of 
the ſworne ſcruants of that wicked monſter 
of Rome, and his adherents, whom God at 
his good pleaſure will ouerthrow and con-
